Battle ready 
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New phase 
of work to 
make busy 
road safer 

WORK has started on the 
latest phase of improve¬ 
ments on a busy route 
through Walsall as part of a 
£120,000 safety package. 

Roadworks are in place on 
Broadway and are expected 
to last for six to eight weeks, 
depending on the weather. It 
follows work last year which 
saw markings and pedes¬ 
trian crossing points near 
Lincoln Road improved. 

There has been a series of 
accidents along the main 
road, particularly at its junc¬ 
tion with Sutton Road. 

Roads chief Tom Ansell 
said the second phase of 
work would help allay safety 
fears. 

“This second phase of 
work should be completed by 
spring and follows our dis¬ 
cussions with residents and 
businesses in the Broadway 
area that raised concerns 
about road safety,” he said. 

“It is a busy route and the 
improvements have been 
designed to help pedestri¬ 
ans, residents, shoppers and 
drivers alike. We consulted 
with residents and busi¬ 
nesses and gained support 
from the majority to press 
ahead with this £120,000 
scheme. ” 

Power cut 
hits homes 

A TOTAL of 16,000 homes 
were left in darkness after a 
power cut on the coldest 
night of the year so far. 

Homes in Willenhall, 
Bentley, Darlaston and 
Bilston were affected from 
5.20pm on Monday due to a 
problem at a sub-station and 
faults on two underground 
cables. Street and traffic 
lights were also affected as 
temperatures in the area 
plummeted below zero. 

Midnight 

Western Power said elec¬ 
tricity was restored to most 
homes after three minutes, 
with the majority of the 
remaining 1,200 switched 
back on by midnight. 

Spokeswoman Stella 
Hayward said: “Our engi¬ 
neers worked as quickly as 
possible throughout the 
night to resolve the issue.” 


Woman beat her lover to death with ornament

A WOMAN who beat her lesbian lover to 
death with a concrete garden ornament in 
a frenzied attack at their Walsall home was 
this week beginning a life sentence after 
admitting murder. 

Tracy Ashfield used an ornamental swan 
to strike 42-year-old Wendy Thorpe at least 
10 times to the head and upper body at the 
home they shared in Hunter Crescent. 


It followed an argument over money, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard on 
Monday 

Dragged 

The 43-year-old, who must serve a 
minimum of 13 years, dragged her partner’s 
body to the garden in Harden and covered it 
with pieces of wood and carrier bags. 


She rang police the day after and confessed 
to committing a “terrible crime”. 

Police later searched the couple’s home 
and found a written confession in which Ash¬ 
field asked for forgiveness and said: “We had 
a fight and I saw red.” 

The head and neck of the swan ornament, 
which broke off during the attack on July 14, 
were found floating in the nearby canal.

COUNCILLOR SAYS 
NO TO £5,000 RISE 


A CONTROVERSIAL increase in allowances for senior 
councillors in Walsall is to be snubbed by a member of the 
council’s decision-making Cabinet. 

Willenhall North’s Councillor Ian Shires said he would not take the extra 
£5,123 being made available following full council approval. The Liberal Demo¬ 
crat group leader, who is portfolio holder for community engagement as part of 
the coalition-run authority, has criticised the agreed £55,000 total allowance for 
cabinet members recommended by an independent panel. 


The increase was agreed despite a 
Walsall Council House last Monday. 

Councillor Shires said: “We voted against 
the increase. We were looking at maintain¬ 
ing the status quo. 

“We are asking people to tighten their 
belts so it is totally and utterly wrong for 
increases such as these. 

“For politicians to say that they deserve a 
rise of that nature, it is no wonder people feel 
the way that they do. 

“It was an absolute no-no to accept that 
type of increase.” 

Against 

The changes due to come into force in 
April were voted through by the Conserva¬ 
tives. The five Liberal Democrats, two inde¬ 
pendents and one Democratic Labour Party 
member all voted against the move, while 
Labour did not vote.

Cabinet 
members will receive £13,425, up from

Money to fund the increase is to come 
from an underspend in the allowances 
budget for the past year. 

A report to the council said that the 
authority had previously chosen not to take 
on the larger allowance that was proposed 
in the last two years because of the financial 
situation. 

There was also an underspend in the 
allowances budget of £50,000 in 2011-12 
and it is expected to be £30,000 by the end 
of the current financial year.

Planners 
reject bid 
to create 
an auction 

AMBITIOUS plans to trans¬ 
form a disused lock factory 
in Willenhall into an indoor 
market and auction rooms 
have been rejected. 

Market & Auctions Co 
wanted to create 10 jobs by 
opening up a sales and stalls 
area in the empty unit at 
Alvar Business Park in Wil¬ 
lenhall. But it has been 
turned down by Walsall 
Council planners amid con¬ 
cerns it was not in a suitable 
location. 

An auction room for the 
sale of bulk items was part of 
the plans for the site off 
Straight Road. 

Disappointed 

Willenhall South council¬ 
lor Sean Coughlan said it 
would have provided a 
welcome boost for the area. 
“I am disappointed, jobs are 
really, really important,” he 
said. 

The decision was made by 
planning officers under dele¬ 
gated powers. 

Head of planning David 
Elsworthy said the propos¬ 
als had the potential to 
detract investment away 
from Willenhall district 
centre and there was also 
concern over parking. 

Pub-casino 
plan doubt 

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
leisure development ear¬ 
marked for Walsall town 
centre may be scrapped, 
developers say. 

The 10-storey complex 
has been in the pipeline for 
more than 18 months but is 
dependent on securing 
Walsall Council land cur¬ 
rently used as a car park. 

Developer Pete Kholsa 
said the scheme, which could 
create 200 jobs, may not be 
able to go ahead unless they 
can buy the land. 

The plan for the corner of 
Stafford Street and Green 
Lane includes shops, a pub 
and cafe on the ground floor, 
a gym on the next and a 
casino above, plus offices or 
apartments. 

Regeneration boss Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said 
the council were willing to 
talk to the developer.

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Homes plan for Park Hall rejected again 


CAMPAIGNERS objecting to a con¬ 
troversial housing development in 
an upmarket area of Walsall are 
rejoicing after the proposals were 
thrown out - for a seventh time. 

Plans for 14 apartments in Wood- 
side Close, Park Hall, were turned 
down yet again by councillors at last 
Thursday’s planning meeting, 
despite being recommended for 
approval by officers. Previous appli¬ 
cations had been thrown out by 
Walsall Council and an independent 
Government inspector on half-a- 
dozen occasions, during the course 
of the last few years. 


The new plans saw the reposition¬ 
ing of a substation which would be 
disguised as a residential garage. 

But councillors voted not to even 
determine the application, claiming 
it was too similar to past proposals 
and did not address concerns raised 
at previous meetings. 

Petition 

A fresh petition of 258 signatures 
was submitted while opposition also 
came from the Cottage Farm Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, Walsall South 
MP Valerie Vaz and Paddock Coun¬ 
cillor Rose Martin. 


Residents said it was an over¬ 
development of the site and feared it 
would create more parking prob¬ 
lems in an already congested road. 

Speaking at the meeting, Wood- 
side Road resident Marilyn Kowal¬ 
ski said it was a mockery to design 
the substation as a garage as there 
would be no driveway leading up to 
it. People in the public gallery 
clapped as she said: “Residents are 
more against this than ever.” 

Councillor Barbara McCracken 
also spoke against the proposals and 
called them a clear attempt to wear 
down community opposition. 


Councillor Zahid Ali said he had 
never come across an application in 
the past which had generated as 
many tears and frustration. 

But landowner David Stone has 
since said that £100,000 has been 
spent on seeking permission for the 
development and another £10,000 
could be spent on fighting the latest 
refusal. 

Mr Stone, aged 57, of Orchard 
Hills, said he felt councillors disre¬ 
garded advice given by planning offi¬ 
cers who recommended approval 
and he was in the process of taking 
the matter to the High Court.

Officers from West Mid¬ 
lands Police and Trading 
Standards swooped on 
Bescot Market on the 
Sunday before Christmas in 
the latest raid on the 
popular Sunday market, 
which has been running for 
21 years. 

In January last year, more 
than 200 counterfeit DVDs 
were seized in a raid on the 
site.

Murder probe officers investigated 


FOURTEEN serving and former police 
officers are under investigation for 
their part in a botched murder probe. 

Five men, including one from Willenhall, 
were jailed for the gangland killing of drug 
dealer Kevin Nunes, 20, who was shot in Pat- 
tingham, near Wolverhampton, in 2002. 

Blunders 

But their convictions were overturned by 
the Court of Appeal last year after the 
release of a report detailing blunders by 
Staffordshire Police. 

Nine serving and five retired Stafford¬ 
shire officers have been served with notices 
that their conduct during the murder probe 


is being investigation by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission. Those 
under investigation include: Staffordshire 
Assistant Chief Constable Jane Sawyers; 
Marcus Beale, Assistant Chief Constable at 
West Midlands Police; Northamptonshire 
Chief Constable Adrian Lee and his deputy 
Suzette Davenport - who was last week 
named as the new Chief Constable of 
Gloucestershire Police, starting in February. 

The IPCC probe centres on how Simeon 
Taylor, who claimed to have seen the killing, 
was dealt with, as well as “disclosure issues” 
prior to the trial in 2008. 

Among the men jailed then cleared over 
the killing was Adam Joof, of Derwent Close, 
Willenhall. 


Texting 
motorist 
gets two 
year ban 

A 21-YEAR-OLD motorist 
tried to flee from police after 
they spotted him texting 
while driving, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Todd Hayward sped off 
when ordered to stop in 
Heath Road, Darlaston, on 
October 19. 

Miss Claire Harris, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “He was 
sending a text message with 
his right hand while steering 
with the left.” 

The pursuing police lost 
sight of Hayward as he 
veered towards oncoming 
traffic, forcing other mot¬ 
orists to swerve out of the 
way on Pleck Road and 
Bescot Road. 

Details of the Corsa he 
was driving were circulated 
to other patrols and he was 
stopped in Wednesbury. 

Hayward of Holyhead 
Road, Wednesbury, who had 
previous convictions, admit¬ 
ted dangerous driving and 
failing to stop. 

He was given a 40 week 
jail sentence suspended 
under supervision for 18 
months, banned from 
driving for two years and 
given a three month night 
time curfew. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He appreciates 
the gravity of the wrong he 
did that day and is unlikely 
to appear in a court again.” 

Recorder Michael Ste¬ 
phens told Hayward: “You 
are lucky to be alive. 

“Plenty of people have 
ended up in a fatal collision 
as a result of texting while 
driving.” 

Green light 
for housing 
on dairy site 

MOVES to transform a 
former dairy site near 
Walsall town centre into a 
housing estate can go ahead 
after planners backed it 

An outline planning appli¬ 
cation for 36 homes off 
Midland Road was passed by 
councillors. A previous 
scheme for more than 100 
homes was agreed seven 
years ago but failed to get off 
the ground. This led to a 
downsized proposal includ¬ 
ing a mix of two, three and 
four-bedroom properties. 

Details of the proposal 
have now been agreed by 
officers under delegated 
powers despite some con¬ 
cerns from some residents.

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Green bins 
crackdown 
to continue 

A TOUGH crackdown on 
people putting the wrong 
items of rubbish into their 
bins is to continue in Walsall 

- despite Government plans 
to soften penalties. 

The Government is 
looking at ending fines for 
people disposing of waste in 
the wrong bins or putting 
them out for collection on 
the wrong day. Currently 
some councils fine residents 
up to £110 if the wrong 
rubbish is found in bins. 

Walsall Council doesn’t 
take that approach but does 
have a controversial policyt 
that has seen binmen 
ordered not to take away 
green recuycling bins con¬ 
taining the wrong items, 
such as black bags and 
nappies. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said that Walsall’s tough 
policy would continue. 

Costs 

The authority says that 
sorting out every ton of recy- 
clables contaminated with 
non-recyclables costs the 
borough approximately 
£ 100 . 

Cllr Bird said: “We will 
continue to get people to 
recycle goods. There are 
some councils that are fining 
people for not doing the 
correct things with their 
bins, we have never gone 
down that route.” 

More than 11,000 bins 
went uncollected in Walsall 
during the first two weeks of 
the controversial recycling 
crackdown. It saw inspec¬ 
tors -branded “binspectors” 

- checking in green bins. 
The council says it is proving 
a success, despite com¬ 
plaints from some residents. 

Homes plan 
for estate's 
old Eagle pub 

A PUB on a Walsall estate 
which has been a long- 
running cause of complaints 
could be turned into apart¬ 
ments. The plan is for The 
Eagle in Mossley, Bloxwich, 
which has been empty since 
2007. 

Recently Walsall North 
MP David Winnick has 
called for action by the 
council over the site. 

Regeneration chief Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said 
the council was taking 
action. 

“At the request of Council¬ 
lor Louise Harrison, I have 
met with the owner of the 
Eagle pub with planning 
officers to assist him to 
deliver his planning permis¬ 
sion for the development of 
apartments,” he said.

Parking fees 
are slashed 
in effort to 
boost trade 

NEW reduced parking 
charges have come into force 
in Walsall town centre in a 
bid to attract more shoppers. 

Fees have been slashed by 
up to 40 per cent with all-day 
parking falling from £5 to 
£3. Some on-street charges 
have also been scrapped for 
the first two hours. 

The trial covers 11 long- 
stay car parks run by Walsall 
Council and six streets in an 
attempt to boost business 
for shops around the town. 
It council aims to compete 
with private operators. 

The reduced fees follow¬ 
ing calls from traders. 

Transport councillor Tom 
Ansell said: “This will be 
welcomed by a great many 
people and this shows that 
we have been listening. 

“This isn’t tinkering 
around the edges, this is a 
cut of 40 per cent to long- 
stay car parking, which isn’t 
to be trifled with. 

“We think at a time when 
times are tough this could be 
a major boost to shoppers 
and to shopkeepers in 
Walsall.” 


years’ time. 

Bosses at the Walsall 
gallery said they were “dis¬ 
appointed” to be told they 
had narrowly missed out. 
But they were praised for 
their bid and have been 
offered the chance to work 
closely with the prestigious 
Tate Gallery in London. 

Walsall leisure boss Coun¬ 
cillor Anthony Harris said: 
“We’re naturally disap¬ 
pointed but I think we can be 
richly proud of ourselves. To 
narrowly miss out to a 
national bid from Scotland is 
no disgrace and I think all 
those who worked on the bid 
can be proud.” 

Impact 

Figures drawn up by 
chiefs in Walsall had shown 
around £471,000 would have 
had to be budgeted for 2015 
if the bid was successful. 

He said bidding for the 
scheme had not cost the 
council extra money but 
could have had a huge 
impact on the local economy 
had it been successful. 

“We calculated that 
winning could bring 
between £2 million and £5m 
into Walsall with all the visi¬ 
tors and extra attention this 
would bring,” he said.

NURSING heroine Sister 
Dora was remembered for 
her efforts in caring for the 
people of Walsall during an 
annual service in her 
adopted town. 

A Service of Thanksgiving 
was held at St Paul’s Church 
before the congregation 
walked to a statue in her 
honour at The Bridge. 

Born in Yorkshire in 1832, 
the daughter of a clergyman, 
Sister Dora arrived in 
Walsall in 1865 and spent 
the next 13 years, until her 
death, caring for the sick in 
the town. 

Epidemic 

In 1875, when Walsall was 
hit by a smallpox epidemic, 
she tended to thousands of 
patients. She was also much 
valued by railway workers, 
as workers on the railways 
were often victims of indus¬ 
trial accidents in Victorian 
times. 

She died from cancer on 
Christmas Eve 1878 and the 
whole town turned out for 
her funeral. 

Floral tributes were laid 
at this week’s ceremony, 
which is held every year on 
the Sunday before her birth¬ 
day. 

Walsall Mayor, councillor 
Dennis Anson, said: “Sister 
Dora really was Walsall’s 
very own Florence Nightin¬ 
gale. She was also an inspi¬ 
rational woman whose 
legacy for putting the needs 
of others first remains in 
Walsall today.”

Winter bugs pressure on Manor 


EMERGENCY admissions at Walsall 
Manor Hospital have rocketed by 14 per 
cent, with A&E starting this year at its 
busiest for more than five years. 

Scores of extra people have attended the 
department during the first weeks of January, 
many with symptoms of flu or the winter vomit¬ 
ing bug, which has been stretching hospital 
resources. 

It has prompted hospital bosses to encourage 
patients to only visit the Manor if necessary and 
instead use the likes of the Walsall Walk-In 
Health Centre. 

Patient numbers to the A&E department rose 
from 1,788 at the week ending December 30 to 
1,839 in the seven days up to January 6. 

The number of emergency admissions also 


increased from 502 to 573 in the same period, 
figures released by the hospital show. 

There has been a surge in residents suffering 
flu-type symptoms along with diarrhea and vom¬ 
iting over the last few weeks. 

The first weekend of January saw A&E at its 
busiest in at least the last five years. 

Warning 

Due to the growing numbers of patients, health 
bosses are warning there could be long delays to 
be seen by medics. 

They are encouraging those with non-life 
threatening conditions to explore other areas of 
treatment such as the town’s walk-in centre 
which opens between 8am and 8pm. 

Pharmacists and NHS Direct are also available 


to help people deal with less serious symptoms. 

Sue Hartley, director of nursing at Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “We have seen 
extreme pressure on our services. It has been 
hugely challenging and very, very busy. 

“We are not saying people can’t come to A&E. 
If someone feels their life is being compromised 
absolutely that is their choice to come. But there 
are other options that were not available before. 

“A&E is really for people who have significant 
issues that are compromising their health, like a 
heart attack, traumatic injury or respiratory 
problems.” 

Extra staff and beds have been made available 
to cope with the surge in demand. It also comes as 
the region has been battling the winter sickness 
bug noro virus. 


Family terrified as

Taser use 
increasing 

TASER guns have been used 
on suspected criminals by 
West Midlands police offi¬ 
cers 215 times in 2012, com¬ 
pared to four times in 2009. 

Chiefs say the increase is 
the result of hundreds of the 
weapons being rolled out 
across the force. 

Campaigners have raised 
concerns over the use of 
Tasers, which when dis¬ 
charged send a 50,000 volt 
through someone to tem¬ 
porarily incapacitate them. 

The West Midlands force 
has almost 700 Taser stun 
guns at its disposal 


and ordered to do 80 hours’ 
unpaid work. 

The were each told to pay 
£482.50 to cover the costs of 
windows and excess for the 
insurance claim. They were 
both told to pay £750 com¬ 
pensation and an £80 sur¬ 
charge. Haddock was also 
ordered to pay£200 for 
damage to the police car. 

The teenagers were also 
given restraining orders 
from going into Avenue 
Road.

Clubland

PROPOSALS to place a levy 
on pubs and clubs in Walsall 
which open after midnight 
have been rejected. 

The difficult economic 
climate was cited as a reason 
for rejecting the proposed 
charge. The move could have 
brought in extra money for 
policing under new Govern¬ 
ment legislation. 

But Walsall Council unan¬ 
imously agreed last week not 
to introduce the powers with 
many councillors saying it 
could cause businesses to 
struggle at an already-diffi- 
cult time. 

Concerns 

Pub and club bosses had 
raised concerns on the 
impact the levy would have 
on trade. It would have 
affected 202 businessess. 

Regeneration chief Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew, speak¬ 
ing after the meeting, said: 
“This just isn’t right for 
Walsall. This would be an 
extra tax on businesses who 
employ local people in very 
difficult times.” 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “If this was brought in, 
you would see more and 
more businesses, especially 
in the pub trade, falling by 
the wayside.” 

Councillor Zahid Ali 
added: “This may work in 
some towns that have a real 
problem with late night 
pubs and clubs but at this 
stage it’s just not for 
Walsall.”

Firm fined over lorry driver death 


A LOGISTICS firm in Willenhall has been fined £300,000 
after one of its drivers was killed by a runaway lorry Russell 
Homer was beginning a night shift at Nightfreight (GB) 
Ltd’s base in Earls Barton, Northamptonshire, when the 
accident happened. 

The 44-year-old was crushed against a stationary vehicle 
when his own vehicle moved while he was attaching, or 
“coupling”, the tractor unit to the trailer. The lorry contin¬ 
ued to roll down a slope, travelling 27 metres, before crash¬ 
ing into a wall. Had it not been for the wall, it is feared the 
lorry could have carried out on to the public highway. 

An investigation by the Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) found there had been issues over drivers coupling 
vehicles without following company rules. They were not 
applying the handbrake to the tractor unit or turning off the 
engine. Northampton Crown Court was told last week that 


this was known to Nightfreight but workers were not mon¬ 
itored effectively to make sure they were following correct 
procedures. The HSE found no appropriate steps in place to 
prevent vehicles parked on the slope from rolling away. 

Nightfreight, based in Birches Rise, pleaded guilty to 
breaching parts of the Health and Safety at Work Act 1974. 
It was fined £270,000 for breaching section 2(1) of the act 
and £30,000 for breaching section 3(1). 

Preventable 

The firm was also ordered to pay court costs of £26,000. 

Speaking after the hearing, HSE inspector Judith 
McNulty-Green said: “Mr Homer’s death was entirely pre¬ 
ventable and his life has needlessly been lost. It happened 
because of a poor and dangerous practice that the company 
was aware of but did nothing to stop.” 


She added that controls should have been put in place to 
make sure vehicles did not roll away. 

“What is so disappointing is that there had been previous 
similar incidents at this company and at the same site,” she 
said. “Lessons should have been learned from these but 
weren’t.” 

Father-of-two Mr Homer, from Overstone, died at the 
scene from a chest injury. 

In a statement, Nightfreight said: “Nightfreight’s man¬ 
agement team deeply regrets any failings linked to safety, 
health and environment in the past as well as the tragic 
repercussions that followed. The company’s current man¬ 
agement team acquired the business from the previous 
shareholder in March 2012, and none of the directors con¬ 
nected with this legal action remain part of the Nightfreight 
business today.” 


Easter start for last 
phase of park revamp 


WORK on a visitors’ centre that marks the 
final part of the multi-million pound revamp of 
Walsall Arboretum will start at Easter. 

Legal and land issues are said to have caused delays to the 
start of work on the fifth and final stage of the £7.5 million 
project. It had originally been set to start at the end of last 
year. 

The ’ centre is the latest 
part of the transformation, 
which has already seen 
swathes of the park land¬ 
scaped and revamps of the 
boathouse and bandstand. 

Leisure chief Councillor 
Anthony Harris said: 
“Things are progressing 
well with the Arboretum 
restoration. 

Unexpected 

“With a large project such 
as this there can be a 
number of unexpected 
developments beyond our 
control. However, the 
council is hopeful that these 
matters will be resolved 
shortly.” 

Cllr Harris said the 
restoration of the premier 
park was almost complete. 
But he added: “Legal prob¬ 
lems and problems with 
certain areas of the land in 
there have stopped us from 
starting as soon as we would 
have liked.” 

The visitors’ centre will 
have toilets, a cafeteria, 
meeting room and class¬ 
room, plus changing rooms 
and accommodation to 
support the transfer of the 
council’s outdoor pursuits 
team to the park. 

Work to replace the park’s 
1950s lido is nearing comple¬ 
tion and will feature water 
jets. There are also moves to 
light up the park perma¬ 
nently in a bid to replace the 
axed illuminations.

Road, Bloxwich, admitted 
dangerous driving, driving 
while disqualified and with 
excess alcohol. 

He was ordered to be 
detained in a Young Offend¬ 
ers Institution for 15 
months and banned from 
driving for three years. 

Recorder Michael Ste¬ 
phens said: “If you were 
trying to show off to the 
girls, your driving was 
appalling.”

Planning changes will 
hit council coffers hard 


CASH-STRAPPED Walsall Council faces 
losing out on up to £55,000 a year under 
changes to planning regulations. 

The Government is relaxing the planning rules this year 
in a bid to boost the economy. It would mean smaller exten¬ 
sions to businesses and homes would not need to go before 
the council for planning permission. 


The Government states 
it wants to make it 
“quicker, easier and 
cheaper to build small- 
scale single storey exten¬ 
sions and conservatories.” 

It is claimed the plans 
will benefit 40,000 families 
natiowide a year who want 
to build straightforward 
extensions. 

Revenue 

But councils across the 
Midlands face losing 
revenue they normally 
receive from fees for pro¬ 
cessing planning applica¬ 
tions. 

Walsall Council has 
revealed it would lose 
between £35,000 to 
£55,000 a year in fees. 

The reforms, proposed to 
run for a three-year period, 
will save an average home 
owner up to £2,500 from a 
combination of planning 
and professional fees. 

Walsall’s head of plan¬ 
ning and building control 
David Elsworthy, said:

“The three-year proposal 
will result in the loss of plan¬ 
ning income as a direct 
result of the loss of planning 
applications not being sub¬ 
mitted to the council. It is 
anticipated that this could 
amount to approximately 
200 to 300 applications per 
year.” 

He warned the relaxation 
of the planning rules could 
also lead to neighbour dis¬ 
putes over at buildings 
created without supervision. 

Around 160,000 larger 
projects will continue to go 
through the planning 
system nationally. 

The Government believes 
the proposals will bring 
extra work to the construc¬ 
tion companies and small 
traders worth £600 million. 

There was a consultation 
period for authorities to 
make their observations to 
the Department for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Govern¬ 
ment.

A CASH boost to improve roads 
across Walsall will help make a 
“real difference”. 

Walsall Council has welcomed the news 
that it is being given a half-a-million-pound 
share of a £1.5 billion Government cash pot 
for highways. 

A total of £540,000 will be spent on 
improving roads throughout the Walsall 
borough. 

It could be spent on filling in potholes and 
helping to reduce congestion. The cash will 
be allocated over the next two years. 

Roads chief Tom Ansell said: “We 
welcome this news that national Govern¬ 
ment will be providing the borough with 
additional funding to improve our road 
network and help reduce congestion. 

Smoother 

“There is still lots of work to be done and 
we could always do with more funding, but 
this is a big boost which will really help 
make a difference and improve our roads.” 

The £1.5b cash pot was revealed in the 
Chancellor’s Autumn statement. 

Patrick McLoughlin, transport secretary, 
has said the funding can be spent on meas¬ 
ures to “bring smoother, safer and more 
reliable journeys to the travelling public”. 

Local authorities will be asked to give 
details of how they intend to spend the cash 
and will have to produce a short statement 
on their websites.

Returning to work

A BROWNHILLS man who was 
battling depression after being out 
of work for three years has told 
how his life changed when he 
finally landed a job. 

Lee Joiner, 35, had been strug¬ 
gling to find a reason to get out of 
bed after ill health forced him to 
leave his foundry job. He contacted 
the Walsall offices of Pertemps 
People Development Group 
(PPDG), which provides training 
for unemployed people through the 
government’s Work Programme. 

Within a week he had been 
offered a full-time job with food 
store Iceland, where he now works 
as a home delivery co-ordinator. 


Mr Joiner said: “I saw my coach 
on Monday, had a practice inter¬ 
view on Tuesday, followed by the 
real thing on Wednesday before 
being offered a full time job on 
Thursday. That’s what I call a great 
result.” 

“I had always worked before 
finding myself unemployed for 
three years, which totally 
destroyed my confidence.” 

Mr Joiner was one of ten PPDG 
clients taken on at Iceland’s new 
store in Bloxwich. Another was 
Sarah Mendez, a 29-year-old single 
mother from Walsall who now 
works flexible hours while her son 
is in childcare. 


A MULTI-MILLION-POUND council 
cash injection is expected to finally 
start the delayed transformation of 
a Walsall shopping centre. 

Walsall Council is preparing to step in and 
stump up cash to help get work on new long- 
awaited Primark and Co-op stores off the 
ground. 

The shops, creating 150 jobs, are part of the 
first phase of the £21 million revamp of the Old 
Square Shopping Centre, in Bridge Street, fol¬ 
lowing the departure of Tesco which has relo¬ 
cated to a purpose-built store. 

Work was expected to get under way in 
spring last year. But it has yet to begin with an 
objection from an unnamed third party 
believed to have initially held up the scheme. 

The exact level of investment being consid¬ 
ered by the council has not been revealed at 
this stage but is described as “substantial.” 

Bosses are now looking at the best way of 
ensuring the key regeneration project starts 
this year. 

Confidence 

Regeneration chief councillor Adrian 
Andrew said: “We are looking at options for 
how support can be offered to work in partner¬ 
ship with owner Threadneedle to deliver 
Primark and Co-op and these could include 
investing in the land and the development 
itself. 

“We understand how important this devel¬ 
opment is for businesses and shoppers in 
Walsall town centre. 

“We have been working with Threadneedle 
for some time and they have already shown 
their commitment to to Walsall by demolishing 
the detested Over strand at our request. 

“Influences outside of Walsall have con¬ 
tributed to the delay of this project but cabinet 
will be asked to consider stepping in and 
making a substantial capital investment into 
the scheme, while further work is carried out 
to identify the best mechanism for securing the 
delivery of the project.” 

He said the council’s support would demon¬ 
strate confidence in the project.

Beaudesert Hall which was sold in 1921 was taken 
from a very old photograph and shows a very large and 
imposing house which was the home of the Marquis of 
Anglesey. 

Another large house stands at Edial built in the 
16th century, where in 1909 Dr Samuel Johnson held 
his school for a year with a total of three pupils. 

Hammerwich Cottage Hospital was built in 1881 
and maintained by the miners who contributed two¬ 
pence per week for the upkeep, It is now closed and the 
ground covered with houses. There are several 
churches depicted, one of which is St Annes in Chase- 
town, noted for being the first church in England to be 
lit by electricity. 

St Josephs Roman Catholic Church in Chasetown is 
now demolished and a new building stands on Lich¬ 
field Road, Burntwood. There are scenes of Chasewa- 
ter, and windmills in Hammerwich and Gentleshaw.

More than 120 complaints 
over children’s social care 

MORE than 120 complaints were lodged against children’s 
social care services in Walsall in 12 months. More than 200 
issues were raised within the complaints. 

The largest area of concern was staff conduct. Eight com¬ 
plaints were formally investigated by the Local Govern¬ 
ment Ombudsman, of which two resulted in a finding of 
maladministration. 

It comes after a damning Ofsted inspection published last 
autumn. The inspection found that vulnerable children in 
the borough were left at potential risk of harm. 

Improvements 

Walsall Council says improvements have been made since 
the complaints, down from 140 the previous year. 

Councillor Rachel Andrew, cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “We do all we can to investigate any com¬ 
plaints efficiently and as fairly as possible and ensure we 
follow up and embed learning from them.”

Michael Stephens said:

Flv-tip site to be sold off 


ALMOST an acre of land that 
has become a fly-tipping 
hotspot has been put up for 
sale by Walsall Council. 

The old Castleview Residential 
Home, in Moxley, was demolished in 
2009. Developers are now being asked 
to buy and redevelop the site in Castle 
View Road. 

Less than a mile away another acre 
site off Rowley View has also been put 
on the market by Walsall Council. 

Darlaston South’s Councillor Chris 
Bott said the money raised should be 
spent on the town. 


“We have been asking for the Castle¬ 
view site to go up for sale for a while. 
It’s been derelict for a few years,” she 
said.

Both sites are currently open to 
offers, with the price expected to be 
guided by what developers want to 
build on the land. 

The closing date for offers is noon on 
March 15. 

Castleview Residential Home was 
shut down in 2008 as part of changes to 
replace old people’s homes with 
warden-controlled flats. 

Housing 21, which closed the home, 
took control of council-run pensioner 
homes as part of a £38 million overhaul 
of care for the elderly. 

It had been targeted by vandals and 
burglars before being bulldozed.

Sorrow Into Pride - a history of the Elmore Green Primary 
School old boys who fought in the First World War 


THE story of a once lost 
and forgotten war memo¬ 
rial and the town which 
history it represents, has 
been bought back to life by 
in a new book by Bloxwich 
authors. 

The Elmore Green School Old 
Boys’ Association war memorial 
was unveiled in the school hall in 
1922. 

The 458-page book Sorrow Into 
Pride traces the families and expe¬ 
riences of the 66 Bloxwich men 
named on the alabaster stone. 

The book is not only about the 
men on the memorial but the stone 
dedication itself. 

It was lost during the school’s 
many changes. During demolition 
it was stored away only to be 
reunited with what is left of the

school in which it once stood earlier 
last year. 

Many of Bloxwich’s young men 
signed up from the start of the war 
and went to fight with the British 
Expeditionary force as part of fifth 
battalion South Staffordshire Ter¬ 
ritorial Regiment. 

Among them were William 
‘Coxy’ Lavender, Horace Downes, 
Leonard Malpass, George Sargent, 
Jack Parton, Joseph Handy and 
George Groves. 

They were part of the Bloxwich 
‘Terriers’ D Company based at the 
local drill hall, otherwise known as 
Bloxwich Public Hall, on the corner 
of Wolverhampton Road. 

Many who went to serve would 
not come home and would later be 
recognised on the stone. 


Although many of the men on the 
memorial are listed as infantry¬ 
man, some joined other forces 
including the Royal Navy, the 
newly-formed Royal Flying Corp, 
which became the Royal Air Force, 
and many of the cavalry units still 
presents on the battlefields of the 
First World War. 

Authors Ken Wayman, from 
Walsall, who taught history at TP 
Riley Comprehensive, Bloxwich, 
for 26 years, and Barry Crutchley, 
who was born in Bloxwich close to 
Elmore Green School and still lives 
in the area, spent years researching 
the tales associated with the men 
and their memorial for the book.

A foot path will be created 
to connect the properties to 
Hilton Close, eventually 
replacing the footpath that 
runs between the develop¬ 
ment and the neighbouring 
rail line. 

Council planning chiefs 
said that developers must 
ensure that a thorough con¬ 
tamination site survey is 
carried out so that any 
potential danger from 
ground gases be dealt with 


before work can go ahead on 
the new homes. 

Mark Tranter, head of 
development at Walsall 
Housing Group, said: “We 
know there is a strong need 
for more affordable homes in 
our area, and this scheme is 
one way we are looking to 
address that. 

“We are committed to 
developing affordable 
housing to ensure people in 
need have access to quality 
homes. 

“Following consultation 
events we have held with 
residents to discuss our 
plans, we know that local 
people are happy to be 
seeing the site, which has 
been derelict for a number of 
years, be developed into 
family homes.” 

Hertfordshire-based con¬ 
tractors Willmott Dixon will 
be responsible for comple¬ 
tion of the project. 

It is hoped that the first 
tenants will be able to move

Gallery plan for Hoard 
items to go on display 


TREASURES from the 
Staffordshire Hoard could go 
on display in a specially- 
created gallery if a museum’s 
bid for lottery funding is suc¬ 
cessful. 

Discovered in a field in Hammer- 
wich, the hoard of gold and silver 
items is the largest collection of 
Anglo Saxon artefacts in the world, 
jointly owned by Birmingham and 
Stoke-on-Trent Museums. 

And some of the artefacts could soon 
be exhibited in an interactive, up-close- 
and-personal gallery at Birmingham 
Museum, spanning more than 750 sq 
ft. 

Displaying 

The area displaying the hoard in 
Birmingham currently is only around 
165 sq ft. 

Head of programming at the 
museum, Toby Watley, said the 
planned gallery would provide some¬ 
thing for everyone. 

He said: “The idea is that the gallery 
will be able to fit a lot more material in

it than our current space. We’re hoping 
to use the gallery to show the hoard’s 
international links, as well as the 
craftsmanship that’s gone into making 
the items and the processes which 
would have been used. 

“We’re also looking to create a 
gallery that’s more accessible and 
informative for a wider audience. 

“We want there to be something 
there for schools and children, as well 
as for adults and those with a specific 
interest in the hoard.” 

The museum expects to hear 
whether its bid for a grant has been 
successful by March. 

Curator for the museum, Dr David 
Symons, said he believed the hoard was 
one of the most significant finds in the 
past century for British archaeology. 

County archaeologist for Stafford¬ 
shire, Stephen Dean, has given his full 
support to the plans. 

He said: “It’s such an important, 
internationally significant find and 
therefore deserves a venue that allows 
people to approach it in its full splen¬ 
dour.” 


Meanwhile, campaigners in Walsall 
who are calling for a monument to be 
built to mark the place where the 
Staffordshire Hoard was discovered 
will meet with council officers to 
discuss their proposals. 

The Staffordshire Hoard, the largest 
collection of Dark Ages gold ever found 
in the UK, was found in Hammerwich 
and on the border with Brownhills in 
July 2009. 

Brownhills resident Doug Birch said 
campaigners want a viewing platform 
to be placed near the location. 

Involved 

He said: “Visitors will be able to look 
at the spot where it was found. 

“We are going to be working with 
council officers to get something done. 
There are a number of councils 
involved.” 

During a recent council meeting Mr 
Birch asked why there had been no 
exhibition in Walsall to highlight the 
town’s links to the major archaelogical 
find.

Fizzing fun for Tizer's 
one big happy family 


IT could be a cold job, 
working at the Tizer factory 
in Wednesbury, recalls 
Pearl Goode. 

“To stop the tops from flying off, 
you had to dip the bottles of Tizer 
into a bowl of warm water while you 
put the cap on,” she recalls. 

“In the cold weather we used to 
hold our hands down in the bottle 
for a bit to keep warm.” 

But while it might have got a bit 
parky in the winter, 70-year-old 
Pearl recalls it as one of the happi¬ 
est times of her life. 

“We were like on big happy 
family,” she says. 

Indeed family was very much the 
operative word for Pearl, who went 
to work at the plant around 1960. 

Her mother, her sister, her 
cousin - around a dozen of her rela¬ 
tives worked at the factory in Friar 
Park Road, and she says there used 
to be a real bond. 

“It was the same throughout,

there were lots of families who all 
worked together,” says Pearl, who 
operated the machines on the pro¬ 
duction lines. 

“I think my mum Mary Wilkes 
started work there about 1950, and 
my cousin June Newell was also 
working there when I joined. 

“My uncle Jack Vincent, he was a 
driver, then there was another 
cousin, Geoffrey Tilly.” 

Pearl recently discovered these 
photographs while searching 
through some family belongings. 
Thought to have been taken during 
the 1950s and 1960s, they show a 
happy, contented workforce. 

“They went on a few coach trips, 
and they went to dances at the 
Stewponey Hotel, near Kinver, 
when they wanted a weekend away. 

“There was a great mix of people, 
and we all got on well. There were 
youngsters like me, but there were 
also a lot of older people,” says 


Pearl, who lives in Freeman Road. 
She isn’t in any of the photographs, 
but her mother, cousin and several 
other family members are. 

Her son Rob Goode is hoping that 
other people will get in touch. 

Tizer was founded in 1924 by 
Fred Pickup, of Manchester, and 
was originally known as Pickup’s 
Appetizer. 

As its popularity grew, the name 
was abbreviated to the snappier 
Tizer, and a number of plants began 
to spring up across the UK, includ¬ 
ing the one at Wednesbury. 

In 1972 the company was taken 
over Scottish soft drinks giant A G 
Barr. Production ceased at Friar 
Park years ago, but there is still a 
sales operation on the site. 

Pearl says while she loved her 
time at the plant, she could not 
imagine many of today’s young¬ 
sters would want to work in such an 
environment. 

“It was hard work, and the pay 
wasn’t great, but we had fun.”

Make resolution to help 
keep car in good shape 



YOU may have started 
the New Year with good 
intentions to get yourself 
back in shape but what 
about your car? 

If you have neglected your car 
over the past year, it’s time to get 
cracking before it’s too late. 

So the experts at Haynes have come 
up with this plan for your car to 
prevent any problems before they 
arise: 

1 check the tyres at 
least once a month 

Correct tyre pressures are vital for 
good grip, maximum tyre life and good 
fuel consumption. Check tyre condi¬ 
tion (no cuts or bulges) and tread depth 
too. The legal minimum tread depth is 
1.6mm, but stopping distances in the 
wet are seriously affected by anything 
below 3mm. 

2 check the engine 
oil level regularly 

Once the oil pressure warning light 
comes on, engine damage may already 
have occurred. Extended service inter¬ 
vals make it more likely that topping- 
up will be required between services. 

3 be kind to the 
car’s battery. 

Reduce the strain on the battery, and 
prolong its life, by starting the engine 
before switching on the lights, heater 
blower, heated rear window etc. Follow 
the same procedure in reverse at the 
end of your journey. 

4 make a few simple checks before 
putting the car in for its MoT. 

Around 40 per cent of cars fail their 
MoT at the first attempt, and most are 
due to simple faults such as a blown 
light bulb, a split wiper blade or an 
excessively worn tyre - all items which 
are easy to detect and fix before the 
test. 


ROAD safety charity the 1AM is 
offering motoring tips from 
Britain’s top advanced driver, 
Peter Rodger, on how to improve 
your driving for the New Year: 

Night driving: You must be able to 
stop in the distance you see to be 
clear. Use your lights on full beam 
where possible and keep windows 
and mirrors clean to maximise your 
view. 

Eyesight: The NHS suggests 
having an eye test every two years. It 
is your responsibility to ensure you’re 
fit to drive. Many eyesight problems 
are worsened when driving in the 
dark. 

Weather: Heed weather warnings 
all year round. If the weather is really 
bad, consider whether you need to 
travel at all. If so, there are alterna¬ 
tives to driving. 

Year-round maintenance: Clean 
your windows, lights, mirrors and 
number plates regularly. You should 
spend around 10 minutes every week 
checking your vehicle’s fluid levels, 
tyre pressure, lights, tread depth and 
windscreen wipers. 


5 save money by driving 
more economically 

Fierce acceleration and hard braking 
are bad for fuel consumption, and also 
increase wear and tear on suspension, 
brakes and tyres. High speeds are bad 
for fuel consumption, too - cruising at 
60mph instead of 70 will improve con¬ 
sumption by nearly 10 per cent, 
whereas cruising at 80 instead of 70 
will worsen it by up to 25 per cent. 


Eco-driving: A planned drive is an 
economical drive - having a good 
sense of your vehicle’s power and 
gears will save fuel. 

Anticipate: Consider what the 
traffic around you may do, especially 
at traffic lights, roundabouts and 
junctions. 

Refuel: Be sure to top up your 
tank, especially when embarking 
upon long journeys. Running out of 
fuel causes hundreds of motorway 
breakdowns every year. 

Rodger said: “The New Year is a 
common time for people to sit back, 
reflect and evaluate their goals for the 
upcoming year. 

“Why not begin by incorporating 
your driving behaviour into your list of 
resolutions for 2013?”

Saddlers win again

WALSALL’S revival continues 
both on and off the field of play. 

As the Saddlers’ League One campaign 
gathers pace, the return of chairman Jeff 
Bonser to their games can signal a happy 
reunion, writes Nick Mashiter. 

He had made a low-key comeback to 
watch the Saddlers’ 4-2 win at MK Dons on 
Boxing Day. 

And he was again in attendance at 
Preston on Sunday for a 3-1 victory so com¬ 
fortable it was almost embarrassing. 

It has been almost three years since he 
stopped watching, but Bonser has always 
been there in the background. 

He is at the club during the week but his 
self-imposed Saturday exile has always been 
the talking point. 

Fans’ opinions have been skewed because 
of it, believing he has ditched his responsi¬ 
bilities - something that is unfair. 

Fractured 

Yes, other issues remain. His continued 
public silence and the long, overstated issue 
of the rent will hang there while he remains 
in charge. But this could be a precursor to 
seeing Bonser back at the Banks’s for a 
game. However, one step at a time. 

His return serves to bond a club that is 
threatening to last the course on the field. 

Two years ago they were fractured, but 
the chairman’s backing of Dean Smith must 
be praised as the manager builds a team that 
could be capable of ending their struggles. 

Bonser’s comeback is mirrored by the 
side, as their super-charged resuscitation 
after results had started to flatline just 
before Christmas lifted them to 12th. 

In the space of a month they have gone 
from three points above the drop zone to five 
points adrift of the play-offs. 

Had their form not deserted them for 16 
games, talk of an unlikely promotion shot 
would have been justified. As it is, the 
manager and squad will - publicly at least - 


refuse to entertain the thoughts of a chal¬ 
lenge in a topsy-turvy league. 

Five wins from six games - and two 
defeats in their last 11 - has propelled the 
Saddlers away from danger. A victory on 
Saturday, when in-form Bournemouth visit, 
would make it hard not to consider what 
seemed impossible just four weeks ago. 

Reaching 50 points is the first target, 
though, and Sunday’s victory moved them 
closer to that. New goalkeeper - Walsall’s 
fourth of the season - Ian McLoughlin was 
handed an instant debut after signing from 
MK Dons, with David Grof relegated to the 
substitutes. 

Andy Taylor made the bench after a groin 
injury, with Mai Benning retaining his 
place. James Baxendale made his first start 
since November after Craig Westcarr’s 
departure. 

Preston had failed to win in the league at 


Deepdale since September. And the Saddlers 
began well with Thorsten Stuckmann turn¬ 
ing Jamie Paterson’s snapshot wide before 
he tipped Andy Butler’s header onto the bar. 

The hosts were nervous, tentative on the 
ball and slow without it, but there was no 
suggestion Walsall had it all their own way. 

Nicky Wroe latched onto Joe Garner’s 
header but sliced wide under pressure from 
Benning. 

The Saddlers escaped a minute later 
when Garner tumbled under Butler’s tug 
just two yards out, but referee Carl Boyeson 
was unmoved. It infuriated Preston and 
their mood darkened two minutes later 
when Walsall took the lead. 

Will Grigg burst down the left and into 
the area to cross for Brandy to smash in 
from five yards. 

The diligent Saddlers had edged the 
opening but, stung, Preston reacted and 


McLoughlin palmed Wroe’s drive wide. 
Walsall continued to find joy on the Preston 
right and Baxendale should have done 
better than to lob into the side-netting when 
put through. 

But the visitors didn’t have to wait long 
for a second, which came seven minutes 
before the break. Paterson’s free-kick was 
only half-cleared and the excellent Adam 
Chambers crossed for Paul Downing to 
glance the ball into the corner.
